WASHINGTON 
(AP) — "We

the world's fastest fleet of nuclear 
submarines. 


The authority, who did not want 


to be quoted by name, said the 
Navy thinks the Soviets have a 
small fleet of nuclear submarines. 


But he added: "If they have a 


submarine up to the state of the 
Nautilus we'd be surprised." 


The Nautilus was the first nu- 


clear submarine. It was commis 
sioned about seven years ago and 
the Navy since has evolved more 
advanced models. 


The U.S. fleet now has 14 nu- 


clear attack submarines. A 15th 
will be commissioned shortly.
